All surplus money earned by the Metropoiitan 
will be set aside to create an endowment or a 
pension fund for the benefit of chorus singers, 
orchestra players, and stage employees of the 
Metropolitan. Mr. Gatti-Cassaza, who leaves 
La Scala at Milan, where for nearly ten years 
he has been the diretcor, is said to be a most 
efficient man. 

It is to be seen that the policy is to be one of 
the broadest gauge, and to Mr. Otto H. Kahn, 
probably more than to any other man, is due the 
credit for bringing it into existence. Mr. Kahn 
as chairman of the old Conried company, has 
been its moving spirit, and to his ability and 
energy the opera-going public is indebted for 
much that generally has been supposed to have 
originated from other sources. The new Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company—which is simply 
the Conried Metropolitan Opera Company 
reorganized—will have as its new directors 
Mr. William K. Vanderbilt, and Mr. Bayard 
Cutting, and these gentlemen, with Mr. Kahn, 
will form the executive committee. 

Gustav Mahler, who already has proved 
himself to be the greatest conductor of German 
opera that New York has had, and who con- 
tinues his work at the Metropolitan, and Arturo 
Toscanini, of La Scala, in whose hands the 
conducting of Italian and French operas will 
rest, are probably the two most capable musical 
conductors in their respective fields living. 
Contracts for their services for the next three 
years have been signed, and following this im- 
portant stroke Mr. Kahn and his 
colleagues have been equally successful in se- 
curing the services of eminent singers, who 
will be heard in New York next year for the 
first time, as well as the American rights to the 
production here of operas never before given in 
this country. Clearly there is in store for music 
lovers the best opera to be heard anywhere, and 
with the Manhattan Opera Company pressing 
close for premier honors there will be quality 
and quantity which cannot fail to satisfy the

THE WEEK IN OPERA 


Hat must be acknowledged the queer- 
est, weirdest opera heard here in 
years is Debussey’s Pelleas et 

Melisande, which had its American production 
last night at the Manhattan Opera House. 
A critical review of this Debussy-Maeterlinck 
work will be printed in the next issue of Vogue. 
For the present it is sufficient to say that nothing 
so unique, musically, has been heard in the 
realm of opera as far back as memory goes. 
Two new singers, MM. Perier and Dufranne, 
tenor and baritone respectively, were heard 
here for the first time, and with Miss Garden, 
made up the principal singers of the cast. 


Tetrazzini sang Gilda in Rigoletto again Mon- 
day night, with the same success which has 
characterized her every appearance, and she 
sings again to-morrow night in Lucia. The 
Saturday matinee will bring Pelleas et Meli- 
sande forth for a second hearing, and the 
evening's opera is to be Siberia. At the Met- 
ropolitan there have been several notably fine 
performances, in the last week, of Die Walkure, 
Don Giovanni, with Farrar singing Zerlina for 
the first time, Tosca, and the double bill of 
Hansel und Gretel and I Pagliacci, which is 
growing very popular. Monday night Manon 
Lescaut, a stupid opera, was again given, and 
Siegfried was heard for its initial time this year 
last night. To-night, the opera will be 
Faust, with Caruso and Farrar, and to-morrow 
the popular double bill again.

HAPHAZARD JOTTINGS 


““WIZARD”” HOUSES 


He desire for a bungalow or more pre- 
tentious dwelling house in the country 
is an ambition so genefally enter- 

tained that it is natural the widely noticed cheap 
cement house system, invented by Thomas A. 
Edison, should attract much attention, and 
bring shoals of inquiries to the inventor. It 
may be recalled that Mr. Edison's purpose is 
to make possible the erection of a cement house 
in twelve and one half days, and this winter 
he is engaged in constructing moulds and de- 
vising machinery: whereby a full-sized house 
can be cast in twelve hours after the moulds are 
in position. At the end of six days he claims 
that the iron moulds may be removed, when 
the structure will be complete, including stairs, 
partitions, mantels, bath, etc., and that after 
drying for six days it will be ready for occu- 
pancy. The cost of the cement house of fair 
size will be $1,000, if it be placed on sandy soil, 
so that the material excavated from the cellar 
can be used in this building. 


REFORM OF NATURE STUDY SYSTEM

tion of his audiences, enforcing his opinions 
by tables of comparative statistics in which 
private ownership is represented as alway 
at a disadvantage. These evening lectures are 
not the proper occasions on which to present 
mooted questions in regard to governmental 
methods. The audiences are for the most 
part made up of hard working men and women 
who are persons of limited education, having, 
neither time nor inclination to study new sys- 
tems of municipal government, and the prospect 
are that such lectures will result simply in mak- 
ing discontent, of which there is already far 
too much among the ignorant classes. Num- 
berless interesting subjects can be made to 
furnish both instruction and entertainment for 
the multitude, without introducing topics that 
are the subject of widely different opinions 


LABOR SUFFERS MUCH FROM INCENDIARY 


TALK 


The latest bulletin of the N. Y. State Depart- 
ment of Labor shows how widely felt are the re- 
sults of panic, and again make clear the great re- 
sponsibility that rests upon public men whose 
reckless statements precipitate loss of confi- 
dence. By figures given for ninety-two labor 
organizations in the State it is shown that 34.2 
of the entire membership is idle, and in New 
York alone there are 90.000 union laborers 
without work, a total greater than at any time 
since 1893, fifteen years ago. Carefully pre- 
pared statistics show that this lack of em- 
ployment is due to the financial depression, 
brought about largely by the alarmist talk of 
prominent politicians, and by such magazine 
contributions as those of Thomas Lawson 
What the idleness of 90,000 men means in the 
way of decreased trade for shop-keepers, 
decreased income for landlords, and the hun- 
dreds of other interests in this city that de- 
pend upon the public for support, is appalling 
to think of. A thousand pities is it that dema- 
gogues cannot be restrained from practising 
their arts of scaring the public for the purpose of 
advancing their own political fortunes. 


COLD WAVES, WARM HEARTS

ering, hungry and sick by no fault of their 
own.

Magazines and individuals have amassed considerable wealth by 
singling out alleged malefactors of this class for vigorous and persistent attack, and 
even our chief executive, and another prominent man known as the perpetual candi- 
date, have won praise from the multitude by showering maledictions on the rich en 
masse. Muck-rakers of high and low degree have attempted to persuade the public 
that every economic and social ill which affects this nation is the direct outcome of the 
greed and unscrupulousness of captains of industry, railway magnates and others con- 


“Terce denunciation of the rich has been indulged in so extensively and for so 


spicuous in big financial operations, but a veil has been drawn over grafting by the 


poor man, as well as over the cruel and dishonest methods of trade unionism, to men- 
tion only two other classes guilty of reprehensible conduct. Even when a magazine 
of high standing, in an endeavor to throw light upon one of the greatest crimes of the 
age, (in comparison with which matters of wage and profit sink into insignificance 
publishes articles signed by railway labor union employees, who charge labor with 
wholesale murder and maiming, little or no comment on the appalling revelations 
is made. 

Suppose, however, the most obscure of magazines should publish authenticated 
articles signed by men who had been in the employ of Mr. Rockefeller or Mr. Harri- 
man to the effect that these two capitalists were personally responsible for the killing 
outright of 5,000 railway passengers annually and the injury of 76,286 others, how 
long would it be before the facts would be blazoned through every medium that could 
attract public attention ? How the demagogues would fairly how] in their denunciations 
of the abominably wicked rich malefactors. 

For years our railway casualties have constituted a national disgrace, eclipsing 
in frequency and severity those of any country by many fold, and it is now finally 
confessed that labor unionism—specifically the Railroad Labor Organization—is 
largely responsible for this annual harvest of death and injury. If the fact is taken 
into consideration that in the comparatively short journey between New York and 
Chicago the safety of passengers is dependent upon the fidelity and efficiency of no 
fewer than one thousand railway employees, the terrible risk travelers continually 
run becomes evident, and how much more evident does it become when it is made 
plain that the efficiency and discipline of the thousands of men employed on railway 
systems is dependent on the fiat of labor unionism and not on the authority of rail- 
way officials. The startling confessions of two of these men published in the maga- 
zine referred to are supplemented by the results of an exhaustive inquiry into the mat- 
ter by a railway expert, published in another monthly, and his testimony also is to 
the effect that organized labor’s interference in railway management is most perni- 
cious. Will the public continue calmly to permit labor thus to hold railways by the 
throat? Is not malefactor too mild a word to define a class which forces itself into 
the saddle of railway management and every year rides thousands of innocent persons 
to death, while condemning many more thousands to a maimed existence for life ? 

The domination of safety in travel by the labor union is, of course, the intimate 
personal concern of every one who journeys by rail, and no question before the pub- 
lic is more important. It is for the public to decide how much longer it will give 
labor and intimidated railway owners license to murder and maim thousands annually, 
for if it does not bestir itself the harvest of railway casualties, like the number of 
homicides, will become a dark blot on this country’s boasted civilization.

FOUR BOOKS ON SOCIALISM 
F the American people needed other evi- 
I dence than the discussions of the daily 
press to prove the present active interest in 
economic and social questions such further evi- 
dence would be amply furnished in the almost 
simultaneous appearance of four volumes on 
Mr. Mallock’s attack, and three 
smaller works setting forth Marxian economics, 


ocialism, 


one of which contrasts socialism with anarch- 
ism. 

Mallock’s Critical Examination of Socialism 
is a revision and amplification of his recent ad- 
dresses delivered in the United States at the in- 
vitation of the Civic Federation. There is evi- 
dence in the contrast between Mr. Mallock’s 
rather cheap and scornful opening address and 
his more thoughtful and dignified later addres- 
ses that he learned something from the social- 
ists who rushed to their defenses while he was 
yet in the midst of his lecture course. Mr. 
Mallock has always held a brief for privilege, 
and nowhere in his book does he recognize the 
fact that most of the great fortunes of this coun- 
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try are founded upon some form of special 
privilege often obtained by the corruption of 
bodies authorized to grant franchises. 

When he comes to the serious consideration 
of socialism he shows truthfully enough that 
socialist leaders, however they may disavow the 
cruder speculations of Marx, are still prone to 
preach to the masses the childish belief that 
manual labor is the sole creator of value. This 
belief Mr. Mallock successfully refutes, but he 
goes much too far in his claims for the produc- 
ing power of the abie man, the captain of in- 
dustry, and as above intimated, he utterly neg- 
lects to make acknowledgment of the fact that 
the greatest fortunes in America to-day are not 
in any large measure the reward of those who 
direct great industrial operations. He tails to 
see also, and in this he is singularly unpractical, 
that the question to be presented to the Ameri- 
can people is not that of theoretical socialism, 
but that of dealing in detail with necessary 
monopolies. So far as these are concerned there 
is but one halting-place between the present 
condition and some practical form of socialistic 
administration, and that place is the control and 
direction of such monopolies by means of pow- 
It the latter fail, 
the people will certainly try the experiment of 
socialism in detail, since we know from experi- 
ence that we cannot trust ourselves to uncon- 
trolled monopolies. 

The three books called Marxian Economics, 
The Republic, and Anarchism and Socialism, 
set forth the views of Marx, and always with 
the lurking assumption that hard physical labor 
The childish 
belief that while there yet remains a very con- 
siderable part of the earth where able men can 
exercise their unusual powers and obtain the 
reward of their industry and ability, they will 
submit to be harnessed to the great socialistic 
machine and rewarded with mere food, clothing 
and lodging, and the airy decoration of public 
honorruns through the socialistic assumption 
wherever we meet it along with the equally 
childish belief that socialism will, as with the 
touch of a magic wand, transform human na- 
ture.

When table linen begins to wear it should 
be mended according to the weave of the cloth. 
The strips left over after evening off the linens 
are excellent for this purpose, as the threads 
ravelled from these strips when woven in neatly 
will make the thin spots equal to new. When 
mending by darning ceases to keep the cloth 
whole it is best to cut it up into small articles 
and thus prolong its days of usefulness. The 
good parts of the linen may be cut up accord- 
ing to the size, some parts may be large enough 
for sideboard covers or carving cloths, smaller 
pieces will cut to advantage for napkins or 
baby’s bibs. When ironing table linens keep 
them damp and use a hot iron, pressing till 
quite dry In caring for table linen not in 
constant use wrap it in dark blue paper to pre- 
vent its turning yellow.

Arawpea Puncu.—To make this thor- 
C oughly delicious yet mild drink prepare 
one quart of green tea. For this quantity 

allow a half a gallon of Catawba wine, a half 
pint of Jamaica rum, six lemons, one cupful of 
sugar. To make the tea pour freshly boiled water 
over two teaspoonfuls of good green tea, cover 
tightly, and let stand for five minutes. Strain 
When cool

juice from the lemons and oranges, strain and 
mix with two dozen Malaga grapes cut in half 
and seeded, two sliced Tangerine oranges, four 
slices of pineapple, one banana cut into slice 
and one pint bottle of Maraschino cherries with 
their liquor, the cherries being halved. Serve 
from a punch bowl in which a cube of ice has 
been placed. 

Gincer Ace Puncu.—Extract the juice from 
six lemons and stir into it one cup of granulated 
sugar, and put on ice for one hour. At serving 
time place in a punch bowl with two cupfuls of 
crushed ice, add a little mint jelly which can be 
purchased by the glass, and two bottles of good 
ginger ale. 

Deuctous Temperance Puncu.—Boil to- 
gether one pound of sugar and half a pint of 
water until it spins a thread, taking care not to 
stir after the sugar is dissolved. Stand aside to 
cool, and when cold add the juice of six large 
lemons, and one quart of unfermented grape 
juice, cover and let stand over night. At serv- 
ing time place in a punch bowl with a cube of 
ice and at the last moment add soda water in 
any proportion that may be liked. 

Cauirornia Sorset.—For a generous quan- 
tity of this reception drink, take nine fresh 
lemons, one dozen limes, three oranges, a pine- 
apple, eighteen spoonfuls of sugar, grate peel of 
the limes, lemons and oranges, remove the 
white and slice the fruit, also the pineapple, pour 
over it one quart of hot water, let stand for 
twenty-four hours, then strain. Add one 
quart of shaved ice, one quart of good claret, 
one quart of Maraschino cherries, half a pine- 
apple in cubes. Place the bowl in a larger one 
of chopped ice.
